He Beats the Board of Health 
at Last.

After Hut a Minute'* Debate In the J ury 
Room—Mot Oilily on Ftr»t Hallot—The 
T**t I mony 
Showed Hutchln*on in a 
Had Fit, and the Jury Thought to Too. 
Plenty of t’o*U. 


Now let the members of the city 
council smile. 
T he rase of the board 
of health versus Charles Hutchinson 
Is ever and the board is beaten, 
Those who were at the trial yester­ 
day afternoon predicted such a ver­ 
dict, and when the jury w ent out a t e 
o'clock few believed th a t thev would 
favor the sanitary authorities. 
They 
did not* delay supper many 
m in­ 
utes, and the first vote taken settled 
the question. 
Every man thought 
Hutchinson had l>een imposed on and 
th a t the lioard of health had been too 
hasty In his case, and so th e verdict 
was "not g uilty.” T he verdict caused 
little surprise around city hall, as the 
evidence w ent to show th a t H u tch in ­ 
son was not only a victim of circum­ 
stances b u t evidently of the sanitary 
authorities, and ids witnesses swore 
so positively th a t the health officer 
had agreed to sewer th a t they suc­ 
ceeded in scoring a big point for the 
defense. 
If tile costs bill 
looked 
large to the mayor in th e morning, it 
assumed gigantic proportions when it 
was fully realized th a t the city would 
have to foot the expenses, although 
there was some slight satisfaction In 
the fact th a t the city d id n 't have to 
Ane itself, even lf it was beaten. 
Before tile court began taking testi­ 
mony it was proposed by Attorney 
Brookes 
th a t the jury 
visit the 
National House, hut as Mrs. H utchin ­ 
son was seriously 111 this idea was 
finally abandoned. 
H ealth Officer J. T. King was the 
first wtthess called. 
He visited tile 
place and made investigation in July 
1893 and again In July and September 
of 18t*4, and served notice upon the 
proprietor each time. 
T h e condition 
of the vault was,he said, had, and was 
within four inches of being tilled up 
to four feet of th e top. Tile place was 
then as now used as a hotel b ut witness 
did not know how many boarders they 
had. 
T he vault on the lower floor 
was a m nee ted with th e upper stories 
by a board passage, a sort of funnel 
shaped arrangem ent, and after being 
cleaned out and filled up it had been 
used as a vault and also as a place to 
dum p garbage. 
During cross-examination by Mr. 
Brookes th e attorney asked Mr. King 
lf he had left H uchinson’s place in 
th e am ditlo n he would like a similar 
officer to leave his own home, b u t he 
found It hard to get an answer, but 
finally the officer said positively that 
he had left the place in a good and 
proper condition. 
A fter Mr. King 
had left Hic stand the solicitor called 
him back, and he said he had acted 
under a resolution 
passed by the 
board of health. 
Did you not also act under orders 
of individual members? Is it not true 
th a t when Mark H uston says yea, it 
m atters not w hat th e ordinances pro­ 
vide?” asked Attorney Brookes, and a 
roar of laughter followed. 
T hen 
O tto 
Schrnidtbauer, 
the 
nightsoller, was called. 
He said the 
vault had been a bad one, and he 
cleaned It out and filled it up level 
with the alley. 
He left a space of 
about two feet between tile earth and 
boards above it. 
Tile first witness for the defense 
was C. A. Hutchinson. He gave a his­ 
tory of the case, telling of the tim e 
when Mr. H uston 
introduced 
Mr. 
King to him in ’93. 
"A fter we had 
enjoyed ourselves a few m inutes,” said 
the witness, "we adjourned to the 
rear of the house and examined the 
ault, and afterw ard w ent over the 
balance of th e building.” T his caused 
another laugh. H utchinson ended his 
testimony by stating th a t the place 
had until th e tim e of cleaning out 
been disinfected every two weeks. 
George H arker and C. A. H u tc h in ­ 
son, Jr., testified as to the agreem ent 
the health officer to sewer and 
charge It up as taxes. 
Councilman Marshall testified th a t 
had waited on Mrs. Hutchinson 
during her illness, and had seen th e 
vault, b u t did not th in k there had 
been any nuisance. 
Councilman Owen said he had been 
called in,and saw the condition of the 
vault after cleaning. 
Councilman Horwell testified th a t 
he had never been in th e place until 
recently, when Hutchinson called him 
in and showed him the vault. 
He 
thought it was a wood shed until told 
w hat It was. 
T h e defense asked the 
same question as had been p ut to Mr. 
King about “ a proper condition,” but 
Mr. Clark objected, saying the witness 


he 


could not give expert testimony. 
Ile 
answered It, however, saving lie did 
not think th e condition proper. 
T he 
solicitor cross-questioned him sharply, 
and, among other things, asked him if 
he had ever been a m em ber of Hie 
board of health. 
He said no. and as 
Mr. Brookes rem arked, sarcastically, 
" l f he had been ho d known it all.” 
the crowd had a chance to laugh 
again. 
Councilman Marshall was recalled 
and testified th a t if the place was left 
disinfected it would not lie dang* roils 
to health. 
T here would be Bo neces­ 
sity in filling it up with earth. 
Councilman Swindells testified th at 
he had seen th e vault early in lH*eem- 
ber after it had been filled up. H u tch­ 
inson had called him in. Ile described 
It like th e others. 
Mr. Owen was recalled and said lie 
d idn ’t think such a place as H u tchin ­ 
son’s would lie left in proper order. 
This concluded the testimony at 
4:30 o'clock, and Hie solictor began 
his argum ent a t once. 
Tile verdict 
was brought In shortly after fl o’clock, 
but was heard by only a few. who had 
tim e enough to see the battle to tho 
end.
